Contamination of Food 
Not Confined to Summer 


With the approach of the winter 
season most of the citizens of Rush­ 
ville think that the danger of con­ 
tamination of food is completely gone 
but such is not the case. 
The coming 
of cold weather increases the dan­ 
ger iii several different ways. 
The 
first danger is iii the milk supply. 
It may seem incongruous or with­ 
out any basic principle but medical 
authorities are agreed that the com­ 
ing of winter makes tile possibility of 
getting bad milk much greater. Upon 
consideration this may easily be seen 
to be true. 
During tile summer the 
milch cow is allowed to roam a pas­ 
ture field. 
She lies down at night on 
the grass and is clean 
and sweet 
when she appears for the morning 
milking.

State Superintendent Will Ask At 


tcrney General Concerning Dis­ 


tribution cf Township Pupils.

d ia rie s A. Greathouse, State Su­ 
perintendent of Public Instruction, 
will ask the attorney-general for an 
opinion as to whether the will of a 
township trustee is final in the matter 
of distributing pupils 
to the 
school 
district. 
The question has arisen in 
a number of places where differences 
of opinion exist among school p a ­ 
trons as to the advisability of aban­ 
doning 
schools. 
Under 
the 
law, 
when the school enumeration is taken 
a patron is-empowered to select the 
school district iii which he wishes to 
have his children enumerated. 
In­ 
stances have arisen where patrons 
having made such selection, desire to 
sent their children to another school 


and have resisted the township t r u s ­ 
tee when he attempted 
to compel 
them to patronize the school selected 
at the time'of the enumeration. By a 
proper manipulation of affairs in a 
district, a group of parents may pull 
the attendance of a school down to 
such a small number that abandon­ 
ment is compulsory under the law. 
Mr. Greathouse wishes to know if 
the trustee has the power to prevent 
carrying out such a plan by a com­ 
bination of patrons.

The progressive twentieth century 
anarchist or radical reformer aims to 
kill by wholesale, and for this purpose 
the ideal weapon is the bomb. 
In or­ 
der to carry out his plans successful­ 
ly the vigilance of the police has 
forced him to change both the form 
and the composition of his favorite 
means of destruction. 


Term a M isnom er. 
The word bomb in the general ac­ 
ceptance of the term is a misnomer. 
at least as far as recent specimens of 
the Spanish, Portuguese, French and 
German article are concerned. 
For­ 
merly a bomb was associated with a 
sphere or cylinder of cast steel or iron, 
which was at best a clumsy affair, not 
only awkward to handle, but difficult 
to conceal. 
The anarchists of today hare reduced 
the m anufacture to a science, and the 
evolution of the modern bomb Is an in­ 
teresting study. In days gone by there 
were two recognized methods of kill­ 
ing by explosives—one by the instan­ 
taneous expansion of deadly, perma­ 
nent gases, enveloping and suffocating 
every living thing within reach, carry­ 
ing with it, as a rule, a fetid, intol­ 
erable stench, and the other loading 
up the regular cylinder with balls and 
cartridges. 


The “sardine box bomb” thrown in 
the chamber of deputies in France is 
considered to have been the most dead­ 
ly missile ever used. 
The explosive 
is supposed to have been picric acid, 
prussiate of soda and the famous green 
powder, separated by a pad of cotton 
saturated with sulphuric acid. It was 
filled with big nails. 


“ Canned Green Peas.” 
The innocent looking “canned green 
peas bomb” Is, according to an ex­ 
pert chemist, “the most hellish affair 
invented.” 
It was sent to a promi­ 
nent hotel keeper as a sample. 
He 
suspected something and sent it to the 
government laboratory. 
It was found 
to contain a powerful explosive and 
belonged to the class called “bombe 
a renversem ent”—that is, a bomb the 
inversion of which causes instant ex 
plosion. 
It is fitted out with a straight or 
curved 
glass 
tube 
connecting two 
vials containing the necessary acids. 
A wad of cotton separates the fluids, 
and this wad in some Instances serves 
in place of a time fuse. 
It was 
bomb of this kind which caused the 
terrible loss of life in the central po­ 
lice station of St. Petersburg not so 
long ago. 
At the close of the reception preced­ 
ing the immediate departure of King 
Alfonso for Mella a few weeks ago 
there was a 
mysterious explosion. 
Several persons were hurt in the room,

One of the most remarkable exam­ 
ples of fortitude and nerve on the part 
of a woman in the annals of the med­ 
ical profession, according to physicians, 
was manifested at a Pittsburg hos­ 
pital when Miss L. Simmons, thirty 
years old, submitted to the amputation 
of both feet, taking only a mild an­ 
aesthetic. 
Miss Simmons was born with de­ 
formed feet and has been barely able 
to move. 
Her feet were turned in­ 
ward In such a manner that she was 
unable to take steps, and she has l»een 
using a wheel chair all her life. 
P h ysi­ 
cians have performed operations in 
the hope of straightening her feet, but 
all have proved unsuccessful. Several 
days ago she told members of her fam ­ 
ily that she thought if both feet were 
removed she would be able to walk 
much better. 
Physicians said this would add to 
her crippled condition and probably re­ 
sult in death, but Miss Simmons was 
insistent. 
“My heart Is good, and I can stand 
the shock,” she smilingly told the phy­ 
sicians when they tested her strength. 
“Go ahead and cut them off.” 
But it was found by the physicians 
that the patient’s heart was not strong 
and that a powerful anaesthetic, such 
as would be required in her case, would 
very likely prove fatal. 
They told 
Miss Simmons this. 
She only smiled 
and told them to proceed, that she 
could endure the operation. 
A mild anaesthetic was administered, 
and tM operation was successfully per­ 
formed. 
During {lie entire operation 
the woman was only partially under 
the influence of the drug. 
Immediate­ 
ly after she revived fully and rem ark­ 
ed: “I am glad it’s all over. 
I know 
I will be able to walk now.” 
Miss Simmons plans to use artificial 
feet in the future.

Telegraph Pole and Chains Constituted 
Western Town’s Lockup. 
W estern Pskdfic trainmen running 
from Oroville. Cal., to Gerlach bring 
word that that town Is to lose its jail, 
which Is said to be the only one of its 
kind in the country. 
The jail consisted of chains attached 
to a telegraph pole. 
On the post was 
nailed the sign, “Gerlach City Jail.” 
Offenders, after being found guilty, 
simply had the chain attached to their 
ankles and were left there to spend 
their term. 
Others were kept there 
awaiting trial in a justice court. Now 
word has been received that a new 
portable steel jail Is on Its way to 
Gerlach, in which prisoners are to be 
confined in the future. 
Gerlach is a division point on the 
edge of the Nevada desert. 
Its total 
population is less than a hundred; 
but, like most new railroad towns, it 
has a large proi>ortion of undesirable 
citizens, whose presence made a Jail 
a necessity.

In swinging the cane upward 
the head was released by a spring and 
vould thus be thrown at a great dis­ 
tance in a crowd, generally exploding 
in the air with a terrific noise. 
The “lunch box bomb,” introduced 
with deadly effect in Paris by Val­ 
liant, was a complicated contrivance 
and happily has not been copied ex­ 
tensively. 
As minor novelties there are bombs 
shaped as a champagne bottle, coffee­ 
pot, cigar box and-book. 
There are 
evidently bombs made to order to suit 
any special occasion.

ENVOYS TO GET HOMES. 


United States Asks Diplomats Abroad 
to Estimate on Cost. 
Ambassadors and ministers of the 
American foreign service have been 
instructed by the state department to 
submit estimates for the construction 
or purchase by the United States of 
homes for them in every capital of 
the world. 
This is in accordance with recent 
authority granted by congress, pro­ 
viding for government owned embas 
sies and legations, in order to relieve 
the diplomats of the enormous ex­ 
pense of rent, which in some eases 
exceeds their salaries. 
Congress limited the cost of any em­ 
bassy or legation to $150,000. 
State 
departm ent officials believe that this 
will be inadequate to afford abodes in 
keeping with the dignity of the nation, 
espec ially in the large capitals, where 
it Is believed an appropriation of $230,- 
000 or $300,000 wlty J# needed. 
With 
tile $136,000 limitation, it is thought, 
toe policy of erecting or purchasing 
American legations can be inaugu­ 
rated in some of the Central and 
South American countries. 
The question of supplanting with 
American citizens the great number 
of foreigners who hold positions in the 
consular service of the United States 
will be taken up with congress at the 
next session, when the state depart­ 
ment will ask for an additional num ­ 
ber of consular assistants to replace 
men owing allegiance to other coun­ 
tries. These foreigners sometimes oc­ 
cupy the relation of vice consul be­ 
cause of the impossibility of securing 
Americans far away from home at 
$1,000 a year salary. 
W ith a greater number of consulate 
assistants appointed by competitive ex­ 
aminations it is believed that the sit­ 
uation can be met.

Muncie, Ind., Sept. 16.—Even if the 
decision reverses the commissioners’ 
ruling, Judge Charles K. Bagot has In­ 
dicated thatrin his opinion the circuit 
court, to which an appeal has been 
taken, has the power to grant liquor 
licenses in the appealed cases regard­ 
less of the commissioners. 
The judge told attorneys that when 
the time came to grant licenses in 
Muncie, he would be the sole judge of 
the qualifications of applicants. 
This 
is practically a decision on the point 
of whether the circuit court or the 
commissioners shall grant the licenses 
iii Muncie. 
The rem onstrators assert 
that the state laws make the commis­ 
sioners the only judges of the qualifi­ 
cations of applicants, while Judge Ba­ 
got indicates he will hold that in a 
case of appeal the commissoiners lose 
all Jurisdiction.

limitations on bureau chiefs to exact 
per diem compensation for experts.” 
‘ The government,” he says, ‘‘ought 
not to be at a disadvantage in this 
regard, and one cannot withhold one’s 
sympathy with an earnest effort by 
Dr. Wiley to pay proper compensation 
and secure expert assistance in the 
enforcement of so important a statute 
as the ‘pure food law*,’ certainly in tlie 
beginning, when the questions arising I amj 
under it are of capital importance t 
the public.”
